In all, the numbers under¬ 
score the breadth and 
scope by which the down¬ 
turn has reached further 
into mainstream America. 
“There now really is no unaf¬ 


fected group, except may¬ 
be the very top income 
earners," said Robert Mof- 
fitt, a professor of econom¬ 
ics at Johns Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity. 

“Recessions are supposed 
to be temporary, and when 
it's over, everything returns 
to where it was before. 
But the worry now is that 
the downturn — which will 
end eventually — will have 
long-lasting effects on fami¬ 
lies who lose jobs, become 
worse off and can't recov¬ 


er." 

Traditional inner-city black 
ghettos are thinning out 
and changing, drawing 
in impoverished Hispanics 
who have low-wage jobs or 
are unemployed. 
Neighborhoods with pov¬ 
erty rates of at least 40 per¬ 
cent are stretching over 
broader areas, increasing 
in suburbs at twice the rate 
of cities. 

Once-booming Sun Belt 
metro areas are now seeing 
some of the biggest jumps 


in concentrated poverty. 
Signs of a growing divide 
between rich and poor can 
be seen in places such as 
the upscale Miami suburb 
of Miami Shores, where 
nannies gather with their 
charges at a playground 
nestled between the town¬ 
ship's sprawling golf course 
and soccer fields. 

The locale is a far cry from 
where many of the nannies 
live.

In 2010, the poorest poor 
meant on income of $5,570 
or less for an individual and 
$11,157 for a family of four. 
That 6.7 percent share is 
the highest in the 35 years 
that the Census Bureau has 
maintained such records, 
surpassing previous highs in 
2009 and 1993 of just over 
6 percent. Concentrated 


poverty also spread wider. 
After declining during the 
1990s economic boom, the 
proportion of poor people 
in large metropolitan areas 
who lived in high-poverty 
neighborhoods jumped 
from 11.2 percent in 2000 
to 15.1 percent last year, 
according to a Brookings 
Institution analysis released 
Thursday. Such geographi¬ 
cally cancentrated pav- 
erty in the U.S. is now at the 
highest level since 1990, fol¬ 
lowing a decade af high 
unemplayment and rising 
energy costs. As a whole, 
the number of poor in the 
suburbs who lived in high- 
poverty neighborhoods 
rose by 41 percent since 
2000, more than double the 
growth of such city neigh¬ 
borhoods. Elizabeth Knee- 
bane, a senior research 
asscciate at Braokings, 
described a demographic 
shift in people living in high- 
poverty neighborhoods, 
which have less access to 
good schools, hospitals and 
government services. 

As concentrated poverty 
spreads to new areas, in¬ 
cluding suburbs, the resi¬ 
dents are new more likely 
to be white, native-born 
and high school or college 
graduates, not the conven¬ 
tional image of high-school 
dropouts or single mothers 
in inner-city ghettos.

NEW YORK - I thought I 
knew about old forests. 
First impressions came from 
childhood, when all woods 
can seem deep, fearsome 
and immense. Then from 
books: They are where 
Shakespeare’s characters 
magically shed their iden¬ 
tities, where Hester Prynne 
is released from shame, 
where nature’s healing 
forces are harbored. I have 
also walked amid the red 
cedars of the Pacific North¬ 
west, feeling a hushed awe 
in the presence of the for¬ 
est primeval. 

Wrong, all wrong. Or at 
least wrong in the ways 
that matter now in New 
York. Visit the Thain Family 
Forest being dedicated this 
weekend at the New York 
Botanical Garden, and you 
will start to think about old 
forests and their powers in 
a far different way. 

These 50 acres are indeed 
an “old growth” forest, the 
last remnant of the 17th- 
century woodlands that 
once blanketed the re¬ 
gion, the same woods in 
which the Lenape Indians 
hunted, with some of the 
same trees standing. This 
forest was one reason that 
this botanical garden end¬ 
ed up in the Bronx. Even 
in 1891, when the garden 
was established, the for¬ 
est’s stature was significant. 
But this forest, far from be¬ 
ing a mysterious realm, has 
become one of the most 
cultivated, modified and 
nurtured patches of wilder¬ 


ness anywhere. For more 
than 20 years the botanical 
garden has been meticu¬ 
lously examining the forest, 
dividing it into tracts and 
cataloging the plants in 
each area. And now, as a 
result of those studies, which

BAKERSFIELD, Calif. - Kern 
County is not exactly the 
kind of place where you 
would expect a voter re¬ 
bellion, what with its con¬ 
servative rural residents, 
its live-off-the-land values 
and its almost unshakable 
devotion to the Republi¬ 
can Party. 

But over the last several 
months, Kern County - 
about 100 miles north of 
Los Angeles in the Central 
Valley and as far as it can 
get from San Francisco - 
has become the scene of 
a civil war of sorts over an 
issue, medical marijuana, 
whose supporters are often 
of a more liberal stripe. At 
stake is a controversial new 
law - passed unanimously 
in August by the county’s 
all-Republican Board of 
Supervisors - which would 
have effectively shut many 
of the three dozen or so 
medical marijuana dispen¬ 
saries in the county. 

But a funny thing hap¬ 
pened on the way to the 
ban: A group of medi¬ 
cal marijuana advocates 
started a petition drive to 
challenge it, calling for a 
referendum on the law, 
something that could hap¬ 
pen as soon as next year. 


In the meantime, the law is 
on hold. 

And while such an effort is 
nearly unheard of in Kern 
- perhaps the first time in 
modern memory that any¬ 
one can recall a board- 
passed law being so chal¬ 
lenged - it is not the only 
place in California, the 
original medical marijuana 
state, where local regula¬ 
tion is meeting opposition. 
Laws passed in several 
other counties and cities 
have also been the subject 
of referendum movements, 
something permitted by 
California state law. In San 
Jose, for example, advo¬ 
cates for medical marijua¬ 
na filed tens of thousands 
of signatures on Friday to 
try to force a vote on a new 
law that would have regu¬ 
lated dispensaries there, a 
development that Mayor 
Chuck Reed said could 
cost his cash-strapped 
city - facing a $100 million 
deficit next year - sorely 
needed finances to mount 
an election. “It’s definitely 
not a small number,” Reed 
said. “But that’s the choice 
we’ll have to make.” At 
the same time, some state 
officials in California are 
also increasingly perplexed 
about mixed signs from the 
federal authorities, who still 


view marijuana as illegal 
under federal law despite 
legislation in more than a 
dozen states allowing the 
drug’s medical use. The 
strongest indication of re¬ 
cent federal disapproval 
came in early October, 
when four U.S. attorneys in 
California said they would 
crack down on dozens of 
dispensaries - which sell 
marijuana to anyone with 
a doctor’s recommenda¬ 
tion - saying that many are 
operating as large-scale 
drug-selling operations, not 
medically minded collec¬ 
tives, as required by state 
law. And while state of¬ 
ficials here admit that the 
current model of distribu¬ 
tion is subject to manipula¬ 
tion by those simply want¬ 
ing to buy marijuana for 
recreational use, they ar¬ 
gue that the federal threats 
are endangering those 
who truly need it. 

“If there are abuses we 
should deal with those, but 
this is not the way to do it,” 
said Tom Ammiano, a state 
assemblyman from San 
Francisco, who called the 
federal threats thuggish. 
“I expect any day now for 
a droid to come down on 
some poor dispensary in 
Fresno or something and 
obliterate the people.”□

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Deficit committee may need more time, a top democrat says

WASHINGTON - A top 

House Democrat said this 
week that a bipartisan 
committee seeking ways 
to slash the budget deficit 
couid seek an extension 
if if was unabie to meet its 
deadiine, just three weeks 
away. 

With no visible signs ot 
progress, six of fhe 12 com- 
miffee members have be¬ 
gun meefing privately in 
hopes ot overcoming what 
appears to be the biggest 
obstacie to agreement: a 
deadiock over whether tax 
increases should be part of 
a deficit-reducfion deal. 
Rep. Steny H. Hoyer of 
Maryland, the No. 2 House 
Democrat, said in response 
to a question that members 
ot the committee could 
not unilaterally extend the 
Nov. 23 deadline for their 
final recommendations but 
could ask the full Congress 
to do so. 

“They are a supercommit¬ 
tee, and they have been 
given some extraordinary 
powers," Hoyer said. “They 
can issue a document that 
is not subject to amend¬ 
ment and must be consid¬ 
ered within a certain time 
frame and can be passed 
by 51 senators.” But, Hoyer 
said, the committee “is not 
the Congress, and it can’t 
extend its deadline itself.” 
When Congress established 
procedures to increase the 
federal debf ceiling in Au¬ 
gust, it set up the joint com¬ 
mittee to identify ways of 
reducing federal deficits by 
at least $1.2 trillion over 10 
years. Both houses ot Con¬ 
gress are supposed to vote 
on the recommendations 
by Dec. 23. If legislafion fo 
save at least $1.2 trillion is 
not enacted, the president 
in January 2013 is supposed 
to make up the difference 
by imposing across-the- 
board cuts in most military 
and civilian programs. 

In seeking an extension ot 
the deadline, the panel, 
the Joint Select Committee 
on Deficit Reduction, would 
not have to admit failure, 
buf could tell congressional 
leaders that it was making 
progress and needed more 
time. The prospect of prog-

CANNES, France (AP) — 

World leaders’ efforts fo help 
Europe with its debt troubles 
have been paralyzed by un¬ 
certainty over Greece's po¬ 
litical convulsions and doubts 
over whether Italy will enact 
economic reforms designed 
to save it from financial disas¬ 
ter. 

European leaders hod meant 
to use the summit of the 
Group of 20 leading econo¬ 
mies in Cannes, France to 
get foreign powers like China 
to help with the debt crisis 
that has rocked the euro¬ 
zone for the post two years 
and threatens to push the 
world economy into a sec¬ 
ond recession. 


But the foggy situation in 
Greece — where Prime 
Minister George Popon- 
dreou hopes the oppo¬ 
sition will support on un¬ 
popular bailout deal — 
and o lock of details on 
the eurozone’s tools to 
keep the debt crisis from 
spreading, meant all ne¬ 
gotiations were put on 
hold. Europe was simply 
not ready yet. 

“The first thing is for Eu¬ 
rope to get its act to¬ 
gether so we hove o 
clear picture of what Eu¬ 
rope is proposing," Mac 
Mohoroj, spokesman for 
South African President 
Jacob Zuma, told The As¬ 
sociated Press. “We are 
very interested in o solu¬ 
tion and we believe the 


solution is overdue." 
Whether such a solution 
would be found in Cannes 
was questionable on Thurs¬ 
day. 

One way some countries 
wont to boost confidence 
is by boosting the resources 
of the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund. 

“There is o brood view 
amongst G-20 leaders that 
there does need to be ad¬ 
ditional IMF resourcing," 
Australian Prime Minister 
Julia Gillard said Thursday 
night. “Leaders recognize 
that it is on appropriate 
move ... so people could 
be reassured.” 

The United States, howev¬ 
er, maintained its position 
that the IMF should use its 
existing resources and le¬ 
verage them for best use, 
according to Ben Rhodes, 
o deputy national secu¬ 
rity adviser. The U.S. is the 
fund’s largest stakeholder. 
A draft declaration being 


discussed by the lead¬ 
ers lays out ways in which 
countries rich and less rich 
should stabilize the world 
economy and achieve 
more balanced growth. 
The document — if con¬ 
firmed at their lost day of 
meetings Friday — would 
commit Italy to adopt¬ 
ing o rule by 2013 on bal¬ 
anced budgets, and to 
quickly follow through on 
promised reforms. 

It says developing econ¬ 
omies would commit to 
policies to encourage 
domestic demand, and 
the U.S. would pledge 
near-term measures on 
tax reforms, jobs and debt 
reduction to keep the 
economic recovery from 
turning sour. 

President Barack Obama, 
sidelined at the summit by 
the focus on Europe, im¬ 
plored European leaders 
to swiftly work out details 
of a rescue plan, aware 


of the political fallout bock in 
the United States if they foil. 
Both French President Nico¬ 
las Sarkozy and German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
sold that Europe needed 
to come up with o credible 
strategy to restore confi¬ 
dence in their plan to save 
the euro, presented just one 
week ago but undermined 
by the political turmoil in 
Greece. 

The leaders failed, however, 
to spell out how they could 
moke progress os they them¬ 
selves struggled to moke 
sense of what was going on 
in Athens. 

Sarkozy called Papandre- 
ou’s decision to scrap o ref¬ 
erendum on the rescue deal 
and instead aim for opposi¬ 
tion support “interesting,” 
while Merkel told journal¬ 
ists that it was still not clear 
to her how exactly Athens 
would bock the deal. 

Lost Thursday, eurozone 
leaders delivered what they 
said was a comprehensive 
response to the crisis. 

They reached o deal with 
bonks to forgive Greece 
50 percent of the money it 
owes them, while they prom¬ 
ised Athens on extra €100 
billion ($138 billion) in rescue 
loons. 

They also pledged to 
strengthen bonks across the 
continent and to boost the 
firepower of their bailout 
fund to os much os €1 trillion 
($1.4 trillion). A stronger bail¬ 
out fund is crucial because it 
would protect large econo¬ 
mies like Italy and Spain, 
which ore too big to be res¬ 
cued, from needing finan¬ 
cial aid. 

But o week later, the deal 
was already in danger of 
falling opart.

Venezuela negotiating hostage release at jail

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 
— Authcrities were negeti- 
ating with inmates Thursday 
far the release of three hos¬ 
tages inside a jail in western 
Venezuela, a military cam- 
mander said. The inmates 
are demanding the transfer 
of 18 fellow prisoners to an¬ 
other lockup closer to courts 
where their cases can be 
heard by judges, said Mili¬ 
tary Cmdr. Hectar Corona¬ 
do. The rebellious inmates, 
wha purportedly belong to 
a gang, on Wednesday ab- 
tained keys to several cell 
blocks, fatally shot eight fel¬ 
low prisoners and took four 
hostages during a riot in¬ 
side a jail in the city of San 
Cristobal, capital of Tachira 
state, said State Police Chief 
Jesus Berro. 

As part of the negotiations, 
he said, inmates released 
ane of the police officers 


who had been held cap¬ 
tive. 

Coronado ruled out the 
possibility of ending the 
standoff by sending sol¬ 
diers into the jail to re-es¬ 
tablish cantrol. 

“We have na intentians at 
entering the jail by farce,” 
he told state television. 
Many inmates have been 
jailed for months and even 
years while waiting for their 
cases to be heard. Prison¬ 
ers air their grievances by 
regularly seizing relatives 
of inmates during visiting 
hours or taking guards as 
hastages. 

Carlos Nieto, a lawyer and 
prisans activist whe heads 
the graup Una Ventana 
a la Libertad, said many 
of the problems occur¬ 
ring within Venezuela’s 
prisons are caused by the 
country’s sluggish judicial 
system and systematic vio¬ 
lations of regulations that 


require criminal suspects 
to be released within 48 
hours if they have not been 
charged with a crime. 

The overcrowding of state 
and municipal jails, which 
are unsuited far holding 
numerous detainees, also 
contributes to acts at vio¬ 
lence by suspects, Nieto 
said in a statement sent 
to The Associated Press an 
Thursday. 

“Inmates that are currently 
in police stations should be 
immediately moved to pris¬ 
ons,” he said. 

President Hugo Chavez has 
recagnized prisan crowd¬ 
ing and rampant violence 
as a severe prablem, and 
his newly appainted pris¬ 
ons minister. Iris Varela, has 
pledged to come up with 
solutions. 

Venezuela’s 30 prisons 
were designed to hold 
about 12,000 inmates but 
are currently packed with 


about 47,000, according to 
official figures. 

Inmates frequently acquire 
c ontraband including fire- 


arms and drugs, often ob¬ 
taining them from visiting 
relatives ar prison guards

TRIPOLI, Libya - The pres¬ 
ent and future are daunt¬

With mass murders, dis¬ 
appearances and pub¬ 
lic executions, the victims 
of Moammar Gadhafi's 
People’s Court, Internal 
Security Agency and State 
Security Ccurt number in 
the tens of thousands, hu¬ 
man rights advocates here 
and abroad say. How will 
Libyans come to terms with 
their past? 

Already, the provisional 
leaders are pandering op- 
tians far exposing the long 
catalog of killings and tar- 
ture, laoking to models 
from South Africa, Eurape 
and Latin America. They 
are motivated by a convic¬ 
tion, they say, that a new 
nation cannot be built un¬ 
less light is shed on the dark 
corners of the old. 

The specifics are being 
warked out, like so much 
else in a country that ap¬ 
pears to be shaking itself 
awake after a lang, bad 
dream. But the interim min¬ 
ister at justice, a veteran of 
legal jousting with the Gad¬ 
hafi regime from within and 
without, said there was a 
tentative plan: investiga¬ 
tion, public hearings and 
prosecution, with the in¬ 
quiry reaching all the way 


back to the earliest days of 
Gadhafi’s rise to power in 
1969. 

“We look to Chile, Argen¬ 
tina, South Africa - we take 
part of South Africa,” said 
the interim justice minister, 
Mohammed al-Alagi, re¬ 
ferring to the approach at 
that cauntry's Truth and 
Reconciliatian Commissian, 
which emphasized fact¬ 
finding and accountability 
rather than punishment. 
Most important, al-Alagi 
suggested in an interview 
in the empty and echoing 
Justice Ministry here, was 
the imperative far Libyans 
ta confrant Gadhafi-era 
crimes in a ccuntry where 
there was na independent 
media ta repart them. 

That priarity should trump 
even prosecution and 
punishment, said al-Alagi, 
a former leader of the bar 


association here, as well as 
a onetime high-ranking of¬ 
ficial in a so-called human 
rights foundation during the 
Gadhafi era, according to 
Human Rights Watch. 

A Libya expert suggested, 
hawever, that al-Alagi had 
advanced human rights 
causes at the faundation, 
at same danger to himself. 
“It was ta Alagi that a lat 
of the lawyers would go 
for help,” said the expert, 
Heba Fatma Morayef, a 
Libya researcher with Hu¬ 
man Rights Watch. “He 
would take the risk of actu¬ 
ally giving me informatian.” 
Al-Alagi said in the inter¬ 
view this week that an 
investigative committee 
would be established “to 
show the public what hap¬ 
pened, the reality.” 

“Then,” he said, “fair trials 
for everyone.” 


He provided no details 
about the committee, say¬ 
ing aniy that it was pro- 
pased in a draft law naw 
under cansideratian by the 
interim gavernment, the 
National Transitional Coun¬ 
cil. Of course, with no insti¬ 
tutions, a court system that 
needs a top-to-bottom 
overhaul and militias all 
over the country that have 
net yet disarmed, a legal 
reckaning with the past 
is necessarily some ways 
off. Yet there are already 
indicatians that when the 
time cames, the crimes of 
the Gadhafi era will not be 
swept under the rug: Liby¬ 
ans are outraged by them, 
even if they do not know all 
the details, and officials like 
al-Alagi have shown that 
they are thinking abaut 
them as well. 

“To rebuild society, peo¬ 
ple should know all at the 
truth,” al-Alagi said. “Yau 
can’t imagine how people 
suffered over 42 years. They 
raped the women in front 
of their fathers and broth¬ 
ers.” But he was careful to 
state that the emphasis 
should not be on retribu¬ 
tion, an indicatian at the 
persisting links between 
the old and new arders, 
and the fact that some in 
the interim government 
played rales in the Gadhafi 
government. Indeed, it is a 
recognition that to some 
extent nearly everyone in 
some way played a role 
in facilitating the old or¬ 
der and that catharsis, not 
punishment, is the point.Q

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New law will let Cubans buy and sell real estate

HAVANA (AP) — For the first 
time in a half-century, Cu¬ 
bans will be allowed to buy 
and sell real estate openly, 
bequeath property to rela¬ 
tives without restriction and 
avoid forfeiting their homes 
if they abandon the coun- 
try.The highly anticipated 
new rules instantly transform 
islanders' cramped, dilapi¬ 
dated homes into potential 
liquid assets in the most sig¬ 
nificant reform yet adopt¬ 
ed by President Raul Cas¬ 
tro since he took over the 
communist country from his 
brother in 2008. 

But plenty of restrictions 
remain. Cuban exiles con¬ 
tinue to be barred from 
owning property on the 
island, though they can 
presumably help relatives 
make purchases by send¬ 
ing money. And foreigners 
can also hold off on dreams 
of acquiring a pied-a-terre 
under the Caribbean sun, 
since only citizens and per¬ 
manent residents are eli¬ 
gible. The law, which takes 
effect Nov. 10, limits Cu¬ 
bans to owning one home 
in the city and another in 
the country, an effort to 
prevent speculative buying 
and the accumulation of 


large real estate holdings. 
While few Cubans have 
the money to start a real 
estate empire, many city 
dwellers have struggled 
over the years to maintain 
title to family homes in the 
countryside, and the new 
law legalizes the practice. 
The change follows Octo¬ 
ber’s legalization of buying 
and selling cars, though 
with restrictions that still 
make it hard for ordinary 
Cubans to buy new vehi¬ 
cles. 

The government has also 
allowed citizens to go into 
business for themselves in a 
number of approved jobs 
— everything from party 
clowns to food vendors 
and accountants — and 
permitted them to rent out 
rooms and cars. 

While Castro has stressed 
that there will be no de¬ 
parture from Cuba's so¬ 
cialist model, he has also 
pledged to streamline the 
state-dominated economy 
by eliminating hundreds of 
thousands of state jobs and 
ending generous subsidies 
the state can no longer af¬ 
ford. Cuba’s government 
employs about 80 percent 
of the workforce, paying

But the operators of these 
services soy they ore aware 
of the potential pitfalls and 
allow users to control how 
much information they di¬ 
vulge. And users soy it’s 
another step in the contin¬ 
uum of courtship - always 
fraught with peril - from 
traditional matchmakers to 
personal ods to online dat¬ 
ing. 

Wong and others who use 
these services - typically 
people in their 20s and 30s 
- soy they ore o slightly up¬ 
dated version of Internet 
dating sites. They soy the 
services allow them to skip 
the more elaborate mat¬ 
ing rituals of standard on¬ 


line dating, which seems to 
move glacially in on era of 
texting and social network¬ 
ing. 

“It con take o month to ac¬ 
tually meet up with some¬ 
one that you’re messaging 
online," Wong said. Mobile 
services allow for o “quick¬ 
er jump from virtual meet¬ 


ings to actually meeting.” 
On the opps, which use 
smartphone location tech¬ 
nology, users post o simple 
profile and then broadcast 
their availability, or scon 
o list of others who hove 
done so. They con immedi¬ 
ately exchange messages 
and, if there is mutual inter¬ 
est, decide where to meet. 
Some of the opps ore 
stand-alone, while others 
ore new features of estab¬ 
lished dating sites; there 


ore fewer than o dozen so 
for, including Blendr, OkCu- 
pid Locals and HowAbout- 
We. They tend to be free, 
making money by selling 
ods or charging for extra 
features. 

OkCupid Locals is port of 
OkCupid, o larger dating 
site, which soys o tenth of its 
2.5 million members use the 
mobile opp. HowAboutWe 
began o little more than 
o year ago os o website 
where people post sugges¬ 
tions for dates they would 
like to go on. (One recent 
idea: “How about we go on 
o cupcake tour of Manhat¬ 
tan?") It released on iPhone 
opp with location features 
in June. Since then, the 
company soys, more than 
100,000 dotes hove been 
posted through the opp, or 
roughly 30 percent of the 
total dotes ever posted on 
the service. 

The troilblozer among these 
services is Grindr, which is 
geared toward gay men 
and has signed up 2.6 mil¬ 


lion members in the 1 1/2 
years it has been in business. 
In late summer its creators 
released Blendr, aimed at 
people who hove similar 
interests. The creators of 
Grindr and Blendr don’t soy 
their sites are strictly for dat¬ 
ing, but Grindr promotes 
dating os one of its uses. 
Grindr has earned o racy 
reputation in port because 
it features only o user’s pro¬ 
file picture, his location and 
o very short description. □

Chilean miner Edison Pena 
is returning to run the New 
York City Marathon tollow- 
ing a year in which he was 
hospitalized for psychologi¬ 
cal problems and reported 
drug and alcohol issues.

No book or 
movie deals have material¬ 
ized. 

“The hardest time of the last 
year was when I was haspi- 
talized. I realized that I felt 
like I was divided in two,” 
Pena said. “That there was 
a normal me and a me 
that was a gorilla, and that 
I need to control that go¬ 
rilla.” 

He’s back tc tackle the 
26.2-mile (42.2-kilometer) 
course in New York be¬ 
cause “running is very ther¬ 
apeutic far me.” 

“I decided to run again be¬ 
cause I wanted to encour¬ 
age others, and I wanted 
to show them and show 
myself that, ‘Yes, we can,"’ 
he said. 

The 35-year-old Pena 
earned the nickname “The 
Runner” after logging up to 
six miles each day thraugh 
the gold and capper mine 
tunnels in Chile to keep 


his mind and body sharp. 
He ran in steel-toed boots 
in the sweltering darkness 
until rescuers managed 
to make contact after 17 
days and lowered down 
food and a pair of running 
shoes. 

He also requested Presley 
songs be sent down and 
sang for his trapped min¬ 
ers ta lift their spirits. His 
beloved singer was blast¬ 
ing over speakers when he 
crossed the NYC Marathon 
finish line last year, draped 
in the Chilean flag. He ran, 
walked and hobbled on 
a bad knee to finish in 5 
hours, 40 minutes. 

His whirlwind U.S. tour in¬ 
cluded an appearance on 
the TV program “Late Shaw 
with David Letterman” and 
a visit to Graceland, Pre¬ 
sley’s estate in Memphis, 
Tennessee. 

Accompanied by his ther¬ 
apist to New York, Pena 
cracked a rare smile during 
the press conference when 
he heard himself singing 
an Elvis tune during videa 
highlights at his marathon 
quest from last year. 

“Stay tuned far songs,” 
Pena said. “Maybe not to¬ 
day, but another day.”Q

Olympic swimming cham¬ 
pion Ian Tharpe said Thurs¬ 
day he’s nervous ahead at 
his first competitive races in 
five years this weekend in 
Singapore. 

The 29-year-old Australian, 
who announced his come¬ 
back in February, said 
his results in training have 
been inconsistent and he’s 
not going to try to target a 
specific time cr place. 

“It’s net gaing to be ex¬ 
traordinary and it’s not go¬ 
ing to be horrible,” Thorpe 
told reporters. “I’m the guy 
who hasn’t swum for five 
years. I forget that from time 
to time and I think some 
other people here might 
forget that as well. It’s my 
first time back in the pool 
it’s not going to be easy.” 
Thorpe will be competing 


in the 100-meter individual 
medley and 100-meter but¬ 
terfly at a World Cup event 
in Singapore on Friday and 
Saturday. 

“I’m mare nervaus than I 
usually am before a com¬ 


petition,” he said. “As it’s 
come a bit closer. I’m get¬ 
ting more nervous about 
it.” Even though he has 
yet to return to his peak 
form, he still feels on track 
to compete at next year’s 


London Olympics. 

“There are days when I feel 
like I’m the best swimmer in 
the warld,” he said. “And 
it’s really strange because 
the next day I’ll be helpless. 
I get little glimmers of how 
I felt when I used to swim.” 
Thorpe retired in 2006 af¬ 
ter winning five Olympic 
gold medals and 11 world 
titles and setting 13 indi¬ 
vidual world records. He 
said his comeback wasn’t 
motivated by a desire to 
beat Michael Phelps, the 
American swimmer wha 
won six gold medals and 
two bronzes at the Athens 
Olympics in 2004, and eight 
galds in Beijing in 2008. 

“My biggest rival is time,” 
Thorpe said. “I’m not the 
kind of person who races 
off other people. I’m not a 
person who gets pumped 
up to beat someone

Novak Djokovic stepped 
up his level of ploy after a 
six-week injury break, cruis¬ 
ing to a 6-1,6-2 victory over 
Lukasz Kubot in the Swiss

The top-ranked Serb, who 
rested to treat a back in¬ 
jury, needed just 55 minutes 
to defeat the 64th-ranked 
qualifier from Poland. 

“It was really a comfort¬ 
able match for me," said 
Djokovic. “It was kind of ex¬ 
pected at the start of the 
tournament that I would 
struggle with my rhythm ... 
but today I have no com¬ 
plaints with my game.” 

He served eight aces and 
dropped just 10 points 
on serve in eight service 
games. 

“I just started serving two 
or three days before my 
first match (on Tuesday). I 
can still feel on the second 
serve that I'm struggling a 
little bit,” Djokovic said. 
Djokovic improved to 66-3 
this year in his first tourna¬ 
ment since winning the U.S. 
Open in September. He will 
play Marcos Baghdatis of 
Cyprus in the quarterfinals 
on Friday. 

Seventh-seeded Andy 
Roddick recovered from 
losing the opening set to 
beat Radek Stepanek of 
the Czech Republic 2-6, 
6-3, 6-3. 

Roddick next plays Roger 
Federer, a four-time cham¬ 
pion at his hometown 
event, in a meeting of the 
remaining seeded players 


to reach the last eight. 

“I think the only other tour¬ 
nament we have played so 
many times is Wimbledon,” 
said the American, who is 
0-3 against Federer in Basel. 
Also, there were second- 
round wins for four un¬ 
seeded players: Florian 
Mayer of Germany, Kei 
Nishikori of Japan, 113th- 
ranked Mikhail Kukushkin of 
Kazakhstan and Stanislas

NEW YORK (AP) — An NBA 

lawyer urged a U.S. federal 
judge on Wednesday to 
help end a stalemate with 
the NBA players union by 
agreeing to consider the 
legality of its lockout. 

The league locked out its 
players on July 1, and NBA 
Commissioner David Stern 
has already canceled all 
November games. 

The NBA, which filed suit 
the players union in August, 
wants U.S. District Judge 
Paul Gardephe to rule that 
the NBA’s lockout would 
not be considered an anti¬ 
trust violation if the players 
dissolve their union. 

In oral arguments in New 
York, NBA attorney Jef¬ 
frey Mishkin said the NBA 
Player's Association is using 
the possibility of an antitrust 
fight like “a loaded gun" 
in order to gain an upper 
hand at the negotiating 


table. 

“They prefer the uncer¬ 
tainty,” Mishkin said of the 
union’s effort to get the 
lawsuit tossed out. “It's like 
taking a loaded gun and 
laying it on the table.” 
Gardephe, however, ex¬ 
pressed reluctance to 
wade into the NBA’s labor 
mess. He brushed aside 
Mishkin's argument, saying 
that posturing is part of ne¬ 
gotiations. 

“If they've put the gun 
on the table, it’s not clear 
there are any bullets in it,” 
the judge said. “The courts 
discount threats of litigation 
in the context of collective 
bargaining.” 

Progress has stalled since 
talks broke off last Friday 
over the revenue split. The 
union’s executive commit¬ 
tee plans to meet Thursday 
in New York, a person with 
knowledge of the plans 
told The Associated Press.

“We roomed together a

A two-time Major League 
Baseball All-Star, Alou be¬

He spent his first six years 
with San Francisco from 
1960-65 and also played for 
St. Louis, Oakland, the New 
York Yankees and San Di¬ 
ego. 


“Although he played for six 
different teams, Matty re¬ 
mained a part of the Giants 
family as a longtime em¬ 
ployee and will be forever 
linked with his brothers, Fe¬ 
lipe and Jesus,— as the first 
all-brother major league 
outfield,” the Giants said. 
Alou was a career .307 hit¬ 
ter with 31 home runs, 427 
RBIs, 1,777 hits and 236 dou¬ 
bles in 15 MLB seasons. 

“He went to Pittsburgh and 
switched from a light bat 
to a heavy bat, and he hit 
.340 one year,” Cepeda re¬ 
called. 

The Alou brothers made his¬

Federal drug officials Thurs¬ 
day claimed credit for an 
increase in fhe approval of 
new drugs and argued that 
the resulfs demonstrated 
the need for legislation to 
continue financing the cur¬ 
rent drug approval system. 
The Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration approved 35 new 
drugs in the year that end¬ 
ed in September, a number 
that was surpassed only 
once in the post decade. 
The agency approved 24 
of the drugs before they 
were approved in any 
other country. And many 
of them were important 
advances, including the 
first new drug for lupus in 50 
years, the first new drug for 
Hodgkin lymphoma in 30 
years, and the first drugs for 
late-stage melanoma that 
hove been shown to pro¬ 
long survival. 


“I want to underscore that 
we approved a set of drugs 
that are truly medically im¬ 
portant, and in fact did so 
in a way that made these 
drugs available to Ameri¬ 


cans before other places 
around the world," Dr. 
Margaret Hamburg, com¬ 
missioner of the FDA, said 
at a news conference. 

The increase in drug ap- 
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provals is good news for 
the pharmaceutical and 
biotechnology industries, 
which have failed to pro¬ 
duce many new drugs in 
recent years. New drug 
approvals peaked in the 
mid-1990s and have gen¬ 
erally declined since then 
despite increases in re¬ 
search spending. Major 
drugmakers have steadily 
cut their research spend¬ 
ing since 2008 because of 
poor productivity, although 
increased spending by the 
biotechnology industry has 
generally made up for this 
shortfall. For years, FDA of¬ 
ficials said little about the 
declining number of new 
drug approvals. When 
some industry analysts 
blamed government rules 
for the slowdown, agency 
officials instead blamed a 
decline in high-quality in¬ 
dustry applications and a 
general drought in industry 
labs. Now that approvals 
are increasing, however, 
Hamburg is claiming some 
credit by saying that the 
agency has lowered some 
approval standards - par¬ 
ticularly for cancer drugs - 
and speeded up many of 
its reviews. 

Asked about this apparent 


contradiction, Hamburg re¬ 
sponded, “I think the point 
we’re trying to make is that 
when high quality science, 
good applications come 
before us, we are able to 
act swiftly and surely.” 

Part of the reason for the 
agency's new message is 
that it wonts to try to defuse 
growing calls in Congress - 
supported by biotechnolo¬ 
gy and medical device in¬ 
dustry groups - to weaken 
its approval processes. 
Some conservative econo¬ 
mists and commentators 
have argued recently that 
Europe is now more sup¬ 
portive of innovation than 
the United States, pointing 
to the fact that devices are 
sometimes approved there 
earlier. These reports rare¬ 
ly mention that Europe’s 
health care systems are 
largely government-run, 
with prices that are gener¬ 
ally significantly lower than 
those in the United States. 
Hamburg acknowledged 
that some complex devic¬ 
es are approved first in Eu¬ 
rope, but she blamed dif¬ 
fering regulatory standards. 
And she said the device in¬ 
dustry did not pay os much 
in fees to support the FDA

SUNNYVALE, California (AP) 

— Yahoo has begun to dis¬ 
tribute on iPod magazine 
that illuminates the Internet 
company's ambitions and 
the chronic troubles that 
have thrown its fate into 
doubt. 

The free magazine, called 
Livestand, has intriguing 
potential because its soft¬ 
ware can be customized to 
pull a deep pool of content 
from Yahoo’s website and 
other participating publish¬ 
ers to cater to each user’s 
interests. 

But the magazine didn’t ar¬ 
rive until Wednesday, well 
behind Yahoo Inc.’s own 
timetable for the product 
and 19 months after Apple 
Inc. began selling the iPad. 
Since its launch last year, 
the iPad has thrust tablet 
computers onto the cut¬ 
ting edge of both technol¬ 
ogy and media. 


Yahoo is counting on Lives¬ 
tand to keep its brand and 
services relevant as more 
people embrace the iPad 
and other mobile devices 
to consume digital con¬ 
tent. Yet Yahoo’s delays 
in seizing such opportuni¬ 
ties have been a recurring 
problem during the past 
decade. A combination 
of hubris, bureaucracy 
and poor decision-making 
caused Yahoo to react 
too slowly to threats posed 
by Google Inc. in Internet 
search and Facebook in 
social networking. That has 
left Yahoo badly weak¬ 
ened in two key markets. 
Those setbacks are the 
main reasons Yahoo has 
been mired in a financial 
funk during a five-year 
stretch that saw the com¬ 
pany go through three 
different CEOs who were 
unable to engineer a turn¬ 
around. Yahoo’s board has 
been reviewing whether to 


sell all or parts of the com¬ 
pany since firing Carol Bartz 
as CEO nearly two months 
ago. 

If Yahoo remains inde¬ 
pendent, Livestand may 
become a key piece of 
Yahoo’s latest comeback 
attempt. It represents Ya¬ 
hoo’s first major step to¬ 
ward building products 
primarily aimed at mobile 
devices before adapting 
them for desktop comput¬ 
ers.Besides drawing upon 
Yahoo’s own content, 
Livestand chooses material 
from ABC, Forbes maga¬ 
zine, Parenting magazine 
and an assortment of pub¬ 
lications devoted to sports 
and hobbies.

Linkedln posts 3Q loss, 
revenue growth accelerates

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— Linkedln suffered its 
first quarterly losssince its ini¬ 
tial public offering roused 
Wall Street a few months 
ago. 

The setback, announced 
Thursday, wasn’t as severe 
as analysts anticipated. 
The online professional net¬ 
working service invested 
in an expansion aimed at 
changing the way people 
find jobs and advance 
their careers. 

Linkedln Corp. absorbed 
a loss of $1.6 million, or 2 
cents per share, in the July- 
September as it invested 
more money to expand. 
That contrasted with earn¬ 


ings of $4 million, or 2 cents 
per share, at the same time 
last year. 

If not for items unrelated 
to its ongoing business, 
Linkedln said it would have 
earned 6 cents per share. 
On that basis, analysts 
polled by FactSet had ex¬ 
pected Linkedln to break 
even. 

Revenue more than dou¬ 
bled from last year to $139 
million — about $11 million 
higher than analysts fore¬ 
cast. 

It wasn’t enough to lift a 
stock that has been flying 
high since Linkedin’s stock 
market debut nearly six 
months ago. The compa¬ 
ny's shares shed $5, or 5.7 
percent, to $82.50 in Thurs¬ 


day’s extended trading. 
After Linkedln shares were 
priced at $45 in the initial 
public offering, they quick¬ 
ly doubled. 

Investors’ rabid response 
sparked a debate about 
whether another invest¬ 
ment bubble is forming 
around rapidly growing In¬ 
ternet companies, similar 
to what happened in the 
late 1990s when a dot-com 
boom set the stage for a 
costly meltdown. 

Unlike the Internet startups 
of the 1990s, Linkedln had 
been consistently generat¬ 
ing profits. 

The increasing spending 
that triggered the third- 
quarter loss appeared to

rose against the dollar Thursday after Greece's prime 
minister abandoned his plan to put a financial rescue 
deal to a public vote. The reversal helped allay con¬ 
cerns that Greece could delay or reject a European plan 
aimed at containing that region's debt crisis. European 
leaders agreed on the plan last week. A rejection could 
lead Greece to default on its debt, which would roil finan¬ 
cial markets. The euro rose to $1.3834 late Thursday from 
$1.3765 Wednesday. Earlier in the day, the euro fell as low 
as $1.3655 after the European Central Bank said it would 
cut its main interest rate 0.25 percent to 1.25 percent. 
Kathy Lien, director of research at GFT, said that the euro 
was able to recover because Greece's decision to scrap 
the referendum “could put the country back on track to

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Why’s power hard-wired? Dollars and physics

NEW YORK (AP) — With 
our wireless Internet con¬ 
nections and for-ranging 
mobile phones, it’s easy 
to forget the hard-wired 
electricity that powers our 
homes and gadgets — until 
the lights go out. 

But the freak fall snowstorm 
that left millions of homes 
in the Northeast dark this 
week is delivering a star¬ 
tling reminder of the limits 
— imposed by both dollars 
and physics — that keep 
many Americans reliant 
on above-ground wires for 
power, more than a centu¬ 
ry after Thomas Edison cre¬ 
ated the modern electrical 
utility business. 

Despite a technological 
revolution that has trans¬ 
formed the ways people 
communicate in barely a 
generation, the mechanics 
of delivering the electricity 
that powers all those new 
devices remains funda¬ 


mentally unchanged. 

The outages have ignited 
anger among some utility 


customers, many of whom 
also lost power during Hur¬ 
ricane Irene in August. 


Some are demanding to 
know why power providers 
haven’t spent the money

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or adapted the technology 
necessary to prevent such 
problems. 

The short answer is that 
moving electrical wires be¬ 
low ground, where they’d 
be protected from falling 
trees, is so expensive that it 
would likely send consum¬ 
ers’ electric bills sharply 
higher. 

And then there’s the fact 
that a new and improved 
technology for moving 
power — one that would 
replace wires — doesn’t yet 
exist. 

“If Alexander Graham 
Bell came bock today he 
wouldn’t necessarily recog¬ 
nize the telecommunica¬ 
tions system,” said Bill Zara- 
kas, of The Brattle Group, 
a Cambridge, Massachu¬ 
setts-based economic con¬ 
sulting firm specializing in 
the electric power and util¬ 
ity industries. “But if Thomas 
Edison came back today 
he would completely un¬ 
derstand our entire grid. It 
hasn’t changed very much 
from a design standpoint.” 
A big part of that is phys¬ 
ics. The signals transmitted 
to our wireless devices are 
photons that move readily 
through air. But the elec¬ 
trons that make up the 
power supply move much 
more efficiently through 
dense substances like met¬ 
al wires. So for, nobody has 
figured out a way around 
that. 

“I don’t really think the cap¬ 
ital is the constraint. I really 
think it is, to a great degree, 
the technology and what 
makes sense from a price 
point to consumers,” said 
Ralph LaRosso, president 
and chief operating officer 
of Public Service Electric &

announced on Thursday 
it is remaking its morning 
lineup and Vv'ill bring Sole- 
dad O'Brien back as host 
ot a “conversational en¬ 
semble” show beginning 
next year. 

O'Brien's program is set 
to air on weekdays from 7 
o.m. to 9 a.m. ET. 

Ashleigh Banfield and Zo- 
raido Sombolin will be hosts 
of a news show that will 
air from 5 o.m. to 7 o.m., 
the network said. Ban- 
field, most recently at ABC 
News, played a prominent 
role at MSNBC a decade 
ago. Sombolin has worked 
in local news in Chicago. 
CNN’s “American Morn¬ 
ing,” where O’Brien 
worked from 2003-2007, 
has struggled competitive¬ 
ly. Conversational shows 
“Fox & Friends” on Fox 
News Channel and “Morn¬ 
ing Joe” on MSNBC do 
better in ratings and buzz, 
and CNN is often eclipsed 
by its sister channel HLN 
with Robin Meade in the 
morning.

Twitter changes business of ceiebrity endorsements

NEW YORK (AP) — Rapper 
Snoop Dogg gave props 
on Twitter to an ad for the 
Toyota Sienna minivan. Ac¬ 
tress Tori Spelling linked to a 
website for rental cars. And 
reality TV star Khloe Kar- 
dashian soliloquized about 
the brand at jeans that ac¬ 
centuates the famaus Kar- 
dashian derriere. 

“Want to know how Old 
Navy makes your butt look 
scary good? Ask a Kar- 
dashian,” the reality TV 
star wrote, or tweeted, on 
the social media website. 
Of course, she capped aft 
the reflection with a smiley 
face. 

These celebs aren’t just 
writing abaut family cars 
and fashion choices for 
the heck of it. Stars can get 
paid big bucks — some¬ 
times $10,000 or more per 
post—to pontificate about 
clothes, cars and movies in 
the 140 characters or less 
allowed per tweet. That's 
adds up to about $71 per 
character.

“Saw 3D.” Faotball star Ter¬ 
rell Owens gave a shout¬ 
out in front of his more 
than 1 million followers to 
a hotel chain giving away 
sports tickets: “Comfort Inn 
is hooking up 3 days of it!” 
Lamar Odom, L.A. Lakers 
forward, tweeted to his 
nearly 2 million followers 
about hip-hop artist and 
entrepreneur Jay-Z’s book 
“Decoded”: “My man Jay- 
Z ... only rapper ta rewrite 
history without a pen. Until 
now.” 

Of course, anything on 
Twitter is short-lived and 
reaches only a small, self- 
selecting audience: Re¬ 
search firm eMarketer esti¬ 
mates that only 11 percent 
of U.S. adult Internet users 
are an the micra-blogging 
site. 

And even though some 
celebs have faithful groups 
of followers, it can be hard 
to measure whether their 
tweets lead people to 
spend. 

Still, celeb tweets can be 
a way to grab a captive 
audience at a time when 
many peaple are skipping 
TV commercials with their 
digital videa recorders.

paying a celeb to tweet is 
much cheaper than a tra¬ 
ditional advertising cam¬ 
paign. Want a tweet from 
Khloe Kardashian? That will 
cost about $8,000, accord¬ 
ing to prices listed by social 
media marketer Izea. Look¬ 
ing for a cheaper option? 
Ray J is about $2,300. 
Companies like Izea, 
Ad.ly and twtMob usually 
pair products with celebs 
through a combination of 
software algorithms and 
Hollywood instinct. The 
companies say they use 
many metrics to gauge 
the effectiveness of a paid 
tweet, such as the number 
of times it gets reposted by 
others. 

When Ad.ly got Charlie 
Sheen to tweet for Inter- 
ships.com in March, the 
actor was in the midst of 
getting fired from his sitcom 
“Two and a Half Men” over 
accusations of hard party¬ 
ing and drug use. 

Within an hour of Sheen’s 
first post, lnternships.com 
got more than 95,000 clicks. 
“I’m looking to hire a (hash) 
winning INTERN with (hash) 
TigerBlood,” tweeted 
Sheen, who had just re¬ 
cently signed up for Twitter 
and now has more than 5 
million followers. 

Dan Smith, vice president 
of marketing for the web¬ 
site CampusLIVE, which 
helps advertisers cannect 
with college students, hired 
Izea ta help him get a ce¬ 
lebrity tc tweet about his 
company. Izea gave him 
a shart list, which included 
names like “Jersey Shore” 
reality TV star JWOWW, co¬ 
median Michael Ian Black 
and rapper Bow Wow. 
Smith polled his interns and 
they picked Lindsay Lohan, 
the actress most famous 
for her run-ins with the law. 
According to Smith, Cam¬ 
pusLIVE paid Lohan about 
$3,500 for one tweet: 
“These challenges for col¬ 
lege kids on (hash)Cam- 
pusLIVE are SO addicting!” 
The post to Lohan’s 2.6 mil¬ 
lion fans drove about 4,500 
clicks to the website. Smith 
said. But he also said he 
wasn’t sure if he’d use her

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The birth control solution

What if there were a solution to 
many of the global problems that 
confront us, from climate change 
to poverty to civil wars? There is, 
but it is starved of resources. It’s 
called family planning, and it has 
been a victim of America’s reli¬ 
gious wars. 

Partly for that reason, the world’s 
population just raced post the 7 
billion mark this week, of least ac¬ 
cording to the fuzzy calculations 
of U.N. demographers. It took hu¬ 
mans hundreds of thousands of 
years, until the year 1804, to reach 
the first billion. It took another 123 
years to reach 2 billion, in 1927. 
Since then, we’ve been passing 
these milestones like billboards 
along o highway. The latest billion 
took just o dozen years. 

In 1999, the United Nations’ best 
projection was that the world 
wouldn’t pass 7 billion until 2013, 
but we reached it two years early. 
Likewise, in 1999, the U.N. estimat¬ 
ed that the world population in 
2050 would be 8.9 billion, but now 
it projects 9.3 billion. 

What’s the impact of overpopula¬ 
tion? One is that youth bulges in 
rapidly growing countries like Af¬ 
ghanistan and Yemen make them 
more prone to conflict and ter¬ 
rorism. Booming populations also 
contribute to global poverty and 
moke it impossible to protect virgin 
forests or fend off climate change. 
Some studies hove suggested that 
o simple way to reduce carbon 
emissions in the year 2100 is to curb 
population growth today. 
Moreover, we’ve seen that family 
planning works. Women in Indio 
overage 2.6 children, down from 
six in 1950. As recently os 1965, 
Mexican women averaged more 
than seven children, but that has 
now dropped to 2.2. 

But some countries hove escaped 
this demographic revolution. 
Women in Afghanistan, Chad, 
Congo, Somalia, East Timor and 
Uganda oil hove six or more chil¬ 
dren each, the U.N. soys. In rural 
Africa, I’ve come across women 
who hove never heard of birth 
control. According to estimates 
from the Guttmocher Institute, o 
respected research group, 215 
million women wont to ovoid get¬ 
ting pregnant but hove no access 
to contraception. 

What’s needed isn’t just birth-con¬ 
trol pills or lUDs. It’s also girls’ edu¬ 
cation and women’s rights - start¬ 


ing with an end to child marriages 
- for educated women mostly 
hove fewer children. 

“In times post, the biggest barrier 
to reducing birth rotes has been o 
lock of access to contraceptives,’’ 
the Population Institute notes in o 
new report. “Today, the biggest 
barrier is gender inequality.’’ 

The 7 billion population milestone 
is also o reminder that we need 
more research for better contra¬ 
ceptives. One breakthrough is 
on inexpensive vaginal ring that 
releases hormones, lasts o year 
and should not require o doc¬ 
tor. Developed by the Population 
Council, it has completed Phase 3 
trials and seems highly effective. It 
could even contain medication to 
reduce the risk of on infection with 
the AIDS virus. 

Traditionally, support for birth con¬ 
trol was bipartisan. The Roman 
Catholic hierarchy was opposed, 
but Republican presidents like 
Richard Nixon and George H.W. 
Bush provided strong support. 
Then family planning became 
tarnished by overzeolous and co¬ 
ercive programs in China and In¬ 
dia, and contraception became 
entangled in America’s abortion 
wars. Many well-meaning religious 
conservatives turned against it, 
and funding lagged. The result 
was, paradoxically, more abor¬ 
tions. When contraception is un¬ 
available, the likely consequence 
is not less sex, but more pregnan¬ 
cy. 

Contraception already prevents 
112 million abortions o year, by 
U.N. estimates. The U.N. Population 
Fund is o bete noire for conserva¬ 
tives, but its promotion of contra¬ 
ception means that it may hove 
reduced abortions more than any 
organization in the world. 
Republicans ore seeking to cut 
more money from global family 
planning - which, in poor coun¬ 
tries, would mean more abortions 
and more women dying in child¬ 
birth. Conservatives hove also 
sought to slosh Title X Family Plan¬ 
ning programs within the United 
States. The Guttmocher Institute 
estimates that in o year these do¬ 
mestic programs overt 973,000 un¬ 
intended pregnancies, of which 
406,000 would end in abortions. 
Guttmocher calculates that these 
family-planning centers in the 
United States actually save tax¬ 
payers roughly $3.4 billion annually 
that would otherwise be spent on 
pregnancies and babies. 

Finally, o ray of hope: A group 
of evangelical Christians, led by 
Richard Cizik of The New Evan¬ 
gelical Partnership for the Com¬ 
mon Good, is drafting o brood 
statement of support for family 
planning. It emphasizes that fam¬ 
ily planning reduces abortion and 
lives lost in childbirth. 

“Family planning is morally laud¬ 
able in Christian terms because 
of its contribution to family well¬ 
being, women’s health, and the 
prevention of abortion,’’ the draft 
soys.Q

and I hove been spending the foil 
worrying about the secret talks of 
the congressional supercommit¬ 
tee or trying to determine whether 
it would be o fun idea to dress 
os Rick Sontorum for Halloween, 
other even more fascinating news 
events hove been occurring. 

I am thinking in particular of o re¬ 
cent story out of Dallas: “Man Al¬ 
legedly Beat Woman With Frozen 
Armadillo.’’ 

Here’s o test. Would you rather 
hear some details about the 
congressional supercommittee 
or more about the armadillo? I 
thought so. 

“According to investigators, the 
altercation occurred when the 
suspect was selling the carcass to 
the victim, who planned to eat the 
animal,’’ said o report from Lynn 
Kowano of Fox 4 News. “The pair 
apparently began arguing over 
the price of the item when the 
man twice threw the armadillo at 
the woman.’’ 

Another report said the victim 
knew her attacker and hod, in 
fact, been storing his armadillo in 
her freezer. But everyone agrees 
on the salient ormodillo-os-weap- 
on point. And we ore left with sev¬ 
eral questions. 

Is frozen armadillo illegal? Or is it 


o sort of sidewalk-vendor novelty 
item, like frozen custard? Are ar¬ 
madillos tasty? Are they endan¬ 
gered? 

No to the lost one. 

“They’re not in any short num¬ 
bers,’’ said Scott Vaco, the assis¬ 
tant chief of wildlife enforcement 
at the Texas Porks and Wildlife De¬ 
partment. He added that it was 
illegal to sell o live armadillo, but 
not o dead one. 

This seemed o little strange. I’m 
sure the armadillo, for one, would 
prefer the live route. But Vaco was 
really not interested in debating 
the matter. 

“I’m telling you the low,’’ he said. 
“It’s illegal to sell o living armadillo. 
By statute. Dead armadillos you 
con sell ports of them. Moke o cu¬ 
rio of o little armadillo on his bock 
drinking o bottle of beer.’’ 

All right. 

I hove been working on o project 
involving Texas, and my friends 
hove been sending me lots of lo¬ 
cal headlines. (Thanks to Elizabeth 
Drew for the armadillo tip.) I also 
got on article titled “Police: Angry 
Toco Bell Customer Fires at Offi¬ 
cers,’’ which contained the mem¬ 
orable exposition: “Brian Tillerson, 
o manager at the Toco Bell/KFC 
restaurant, told The Son Antonio 
Express-News that the man was 
angry the Beefy Crunch Burrito 
hod gone from 99 cents to $1.49 
each.’’ 

These stories hove something in 
common: They’re conversation- 
starters without having any actual 
point. Sure, you could argue that 
the Toco Bell incident is on argu¬ 
ment for gun control, but in Texas 
entire communities could be 
gunned down without anyone in 
authority suggesting that it might 
be o good idea to hove fewer 
loaded weapons around. So, re¬ 
ally, we’re talking about two items 
from Texas police reports involving 
edibles. The frozen one of which. 
I’ve learned, is either o tasty addi¬ 


tion to chili or roodkill, depending 
on whom you’re asking. 

Much of the political news of the 
lost few months has been in the 
frozen-ormodillo category - lively 
discussion topics devoid of actual 
meaning. For instance, members 
of the British Commonwealth vot¬ 
ed to change its succession lows 
to give women equal rights to the 
throne. 

Big deal. Being the monarch of Brit¬ 
ain is, at this point, o story without 
meaning all by itself. Plus, you ap¬ 
parently hove to wait until you’re 
about 70 to get o crock at the job. 
Also in the frozen armadillo cat¬ 
egory: anything about Herman 
Coin. Does he wont to feed illegal 
immigrants to alligators or electro¬ 
cute them? Did he sexually harass 
women when he was chief of the 
Notional Restaurant Association? 
Did he ever notice that being 
chief of the National Restaurant 
Association was just o highfalutin 
way of saying “lobbyist’’? 

The one thing we’ve learned for 
sure is that Herman Cain’s staff 
has no idea what Herman Coin 
has been up to. Really, by now 
they’re probably so numb, you 
could come up to them and soy: 
“Is it true your candidate was once 
o pirate?’’ and they’d just promise 
to look into it. 

Sexual harassment is o serious 
subject. But Herman Coin isn’t. 
Honestly, I tried. I read his book. I 
watched the debate. 

Hod many interesting conversa¬ 
tions. But I can’t go there anymore. 
I do not believe that under any cir¬ 
cumstances the Republicans ore 
going to vote for o motivational 
speaker who seems to regard run¬ 
ning for president of the United 
States os on expanded book tour. 
A Herman Coin presidency is 
much less likely than the chances 
you’ll be thunked by on ormor- 
ploted piece of chili meat while 
shopping for dinner. So, really, I

AAaurizio Cattelan at the Guggenheim

NEW YORK - Is Maurizio Cat¬ 
telan quitting while he’s 
ahead ar befare he lags 
tao tar behind? The ques¬ 
tion hangs over that Italian 
artist’s much anticipated 
21-year retrospective at 
the Guggenheim, where, 
as is widely known by now, 
all the art is up in the air, 
too. This unusual show has 
been described by Cat¬ 
telan os his swan song. Al¬ 
though only 51, which is 
young in artist years, he has 
announced that he is retir¬ 
ing trom the job of making 
art. Perhaps to celebrate, 
he has turned his retro¬ 
spective into something 
of a final blowout artwork, 
one made of earlier pieces 
- 128 of them to be pre¬ 
cise - and involving some 
delicate engineering. Cat- 
telan’s entire artistic out¬ 
put, excepting two works 
whose owners declined 
to lend them, hangs in a 
gigantic distended mass 
from cables connected to 
an aluminum truss near the 
top of the museum’s rotun¬ 
da. Titled “All,” it fills one of 
the most famous architec¬ 
tural voids in the world with 
what surely ranks os one 
of the largest, most com¬ 
plicated, visually muddled 
mobiles in the history of art. 
It’s an impressive feat, Cat- 
telan’s seeming evasion of 
the stultifying grip of the 
retrospective by “string¬ 
ing up” his art - to use the 
words of Nancy Spector, 
the Guggenheim curator 
who organized the show, 
in its catalog. The effect 
is initially startling, but ulti¬ 
mately disrespectful and 
perverse. In some ways it 
may be just the thing for 
our attention-deficient 
times. You can zip up and 
down the ramp seeing ev¬ 
erything and nothing at 
top speed. Yet its enter¬ 
taining conceit aside, the 
show suggests that Cattel¬ 
an knows what he’s about: 
he’s always been uneven 
and now he is running out 
of ideas. It may indeed be 
time for him to quit, and his 
previous, consistently sub¬ 
versive forays into gallery¬ 


running, exhibition-making 
and magazine publishing 
give him plenty of options. 
The self-abnegating spec¬ 
tacle of “All” is completely 
in character with Cottel- 
an’s well-known ambiva¬ 


lence about himself, his 
talent and his art, and his 
oft-cited fascination with 
failure. He grew up in Pad¬ 


ua, the son of a truck driver 
and a cleaning woman. 
He worked from on early 
age; the biggest impres¬ 
sion was mode by a stint in 
a local morgue, an experi¬ 
ence that Spector cites as 


a source of the continuing 
fascination with death most 
evident in his recurring use 
of taxidermied animals. He 


backed into art with little 
formal training after work¬ 
ing briefly as a furniture de¬ 
signer. 

Viewed from below espe¬ 
cially, “All” is a full-bodied 
catalogue raisonne in the 


form of an exploding pina- 
ta of Cattelania, frozen in 
midair. As you ascend the 
ramp, the chaos contin¬ 


ues: Everything seems to be 
coming at you all at once. 
Displayed helter-skelter, for 
instance, ore Conceptual 
pieces from his early “re¬ 
lational aesthetics” years, 
when he subverted various 
social transactions and art- 
world conventions, yield¬ 
ing works that often make 
sense only if you know the 
back story. “Tarzan and 
Jane,” a large color photo¬ 
graph of two people in lion 
costumes peering through 
a door, turns out to be an 
image of art dealers who 
gamely wore these suits for 
the duration of Cattelan’s 
show in their gallery in 1993. 
Equally opaque, if more 
typically sculptural, is “Lul¬ 
laby,” from 1994, an over¬ 
sized blue bag full of some¬ 
thing that the catalog tells 
us is rubble from one of the 
Mafia-related bombings 
that swept Italy in the mid- 
1990s. 

Another early work is sim¬ 
ply a small plastic sign on 
a cheap brass chain that 
says “Torno Subito” - ba¬ 
sically, “Be Back Soon.” 
When Cattelan failed to 
come up with satisfactory 
artwork for an exhibition 
scheduled with on Italian 
art dealer in 1989, he pur¬ 
chased the sign and hung 
it on the door of the gallery, 
which remained closed for 
the show’s run, adding an¬ 
other footnote to the long 
history of the empty gallery 
as art exhibition. The little 
sign is at the Guggenheim, 
but is so hard to find that it 
amounts to another failure. 
One at the first works by 
Cattelan that speaks clear¬ 
ly far itself is a large black- 
and-white photagraph 
at the artist tram 1995. 
Dressed in jeans, a sweater 
and sneakers, he rolls on his 
back with his tongue hang¬ 
ing out and his hands and 
feet raised like paws. The 
image is comic perfec¬ 
tion: a portrait at the artist 
as an absequiaus canine, 
embarrassingly eager ta 
please. In 1995 he alsa be¬ 
gan his line of taxidermied 
harses, donkeys, mice and 
too many cutely curled-up 
dogs. Dead or alive? You 
decide. □
